PREFATORY NOTE 


Y ORDER of the Alien Property Custodian of the United States, the 

entire remaining stock of the New York store of Yamanaka & Co., at 

680 Fifth Avenue, together with certain additions from the Chicago 

branch at 846 North Michigan Boulevard, has been consigned to these 
Galleries for liquidation at public auction. 

The Yamanaka Company was owned by the seventh generation of the 
family of Ichaguro Yamanaka, who founded this world-wide business by 
opening a small curio shop in Yokohama some two hundred years ago; estab- 
lished in New York for more than forty years, it had branches in New York 
and Chicago, Bar Harbor and Boston, of which the two latter have been 
closed for some time. The New York and Chicago stores have been operated 
under the supervision of the Alien Property Custodian since the day follow- 
ing Pearl Harbor, and the decision to dispose of the remainder of the 
property at auction was reached in order to expedite the process of liquida- 
tion, and bring the case to a speedy conclusion. 

The extensive Oriental collections owned by the various branches of the 
firm in Europe, Asia and America were widely known to connoisseurs of all 
nations. The present catalogue is the first of a series covering the proposed 
sales at auction, and contains a carefully selected group of the most notable 
works of art from both the New York and Chicago stores, as follows: Early 
dynastic Chinese bronzes, tomb jades, and wood and stone sculptures;

In three parts. Deep round bowl carved with a band of stippled #’ao ¢ieh masks, and 
supported on three crescent-form stump feet carved with folds issuing from ogre masks; 
two beautifully carved féng-huang birds form the handles, with large rings suspended 
from the tail feathers and smaller loose rings below the beak, the heads joined to the 
molded rim by hollow cylinders. ‘The hexagonal cover is in two parts, carved with 
openwork panels of bird-frets surrounding arched portals above a series of steps; sur- 
mounted by the removable pagoda roof, exquisitely shingled and fluted, with minute 
figures of Fu lions at the angles, from which hang small bells; the knob finial pierced 
with lotus blossoms. The whole is executed in the finest white jade of great purity and 
uniform tone, and brilliantly polished. Has carved stand. Height 14 inches
